Would Cost Negroes 


Many Teaching Jobs

of our 
Hempstead county 


friends hands us a potent argument 
against the abolition of segregation 
in the public schools — and it's 
potent1, for two reasons: 


1. Ending of segregation would 


work to the economic disadvantage 
of the Negroes themselves. 


2. The argument and the evidence 


are developed by a Northern news- 
paper based entirely on what has 
happened in Northern school dis- 
tricts where there is no segregation 
of whiles and Negroes. 


The editorial is from the Newark 


(N. J.) Telegram, and it is being

.Writing in the Newark 
(N.J.) 


Telegram, Davis Lee says: 


"The efforts being made by 


certain paid agitators and pres- 
sure groups to have segregated 
schools in the South declared 
unconstitutional 
may 
cause 


Southern Negroes to lose a lot 
more than they will gain." 
And then the newspaper article 


scores the most obvious of al 
points — that in a segregalec 
school system a large number of 
jobs arc automatically guaranteed 
to Negro teachers; but where there 
is no segregation a Negro npplican1 
for a teaching post must take his 
or her chances in competition with 
white teachers. 


What is the Negro's experience 


with the teaching profession in 
the North? Here is the New Jersey 
paper's reply: 


"Integration in the schools in 


the North and East is not a 
howling success. A Negro can 
jittcnd most of tho schools up 
here and get an education, but 
few of the states that educate 
him will hire him as a teacher. 
The state of Connccticut'docsn't 
have 25 Negro teachers. Re- 
cently I visited Albany; tho 
capital of New York state, and 
learned that the city only em- 
ploys three Negro teachers. Our 
own city, Newark, with Negroes 
consisting of 20 per ceht of the 
population, employs 2,200 teach- 
ers, but only 70 of them are 
Negroes, and we don't have one 
Negro principalship."

doesn't take seriously the notiof 
that social advantage can be wor 
by law. For ail our laws there u 
inequality between whitos, as wel 
as between whites and Negroes 
But one who permits himself to 
worry about it is being both idlo

and foolish. A good man or womar 
who qualifies for useful work wil 
find 
recognition 
and 
society 


enough. 


But I have just made this start 


ling discovery, as disclosed by the 
New Jersey newspaper, that tho 
Abolition of segregation in the pub- 
lic schools would most certainly 
work against the Negroes of tho 
South — who now have 
many 


teaching posts, but who, under an 
integrated system, would lose out

He warned in tys first address

U. N. ground forces in Korea:' 


"I want to make it clear that 


this war is not merely the IT. S. 
helping to defend the Republic of 
Korea against Communist China. 


"It is the front line of freedom 


opposing a Russian-supported and 
Stalin-directed attack, and it is a 
battleline which, if lost, loses far 
more than Korea."

Eastern Terms at Yalta 


If the question ot secret agree- 


ments al Yaitn is ever brought into 
Ihe open, it will be made clean that 
the United States paid a heavy 
price for a promise that Soviet 
Ku.'-sia would enter the Far Ea.st- 
orn War two or three months after 
the German surrender. The heav- 
iest price of all is Uic present Ko- 
rean War, which has already cost 
us 130,000 casualties with no end 
in sighl. 


In effect, Russia demanded Chi- 


nese and Japanese territory al Yal- 
ta and got it. Russian thinking on 
the subject is obvious. Stalin de- 
manded 
everything returned 
lo 


Russia that the Czarist government 
loft to Japan, plus Mongolia and 
the Kiirile Islands. It meant for 
Soviet Russia ownership of Man- 
churia and therefore the physical 
ability to conquer China, Korea 
and poFsibly Japan. 


Stalin was our .ally in the Eu- 


ropean War he 
was neutral in 


the Far Eastern War. In 1942, he 
assured Averell Harriman that lie

Stalin was tearful of complications 
but he took to the idea and devel- 
oped it into a formula for Roin? 
back to the Treaty of Portsmouth 
(1,905) and claiming everything. 


Stalin undoubtedly overestimated 


Japanese power or he would not 
have missed the opportunity avail- 
able in 1944 or early in 1945 of cap- 
turing parts of Japan itself. At any 
rate, Russia was so strictly neutral 
that even while we were allies in 
the European War, American air- 
men who flew over Japan into Si- 
beria were interned in Siberia and 
the United States was refused air 
' bases in Russian territory to be 
used against Japan. This was Rus- 
sia's riilitudc while the U n i t e d 
Stales was providing Stalin with 
811,000,000,000 of war aid. 


So fantastic is this situation that 


it is hardly, believable even today; 
yet it can be fully documented. 
Perhaps it Senator Homer 
Fer- 


guson ever got into the Stale De- 
partment files and the still secret 
Roosevelt files .at Hyde Park, he 
couid discover much about all this 
that we do not know. 


It can be established from many 


sources that-the Japanese did not 
want to go to war with us. The 
evidence has 
been collected by 


Professor Charles Callan Tansiil 
and appears in his book, "Back 
Door to War." 


It was clear prior to Yalta that 


Japan was already defeated. A re- 
port made by the United States 
Strategic Bombing Survey shows 
that Japan, by August 1944, halt a 
year before Yalta, had lost 5,000,- 
000 tons of shipping and was in no 


position to provide for the war 
economy of the Japanese people, it 
was shown that by V-J day. Japaft 
had only 1.500,000 tons of merchant 
shipping, which was "practically 
useless." 


Yet in spite of this, at Yalta the 


United States paid such an enor- 
mous price to get Russia into the 
Far Eastern War. Admiral Leahy 
has stated that it was his opinion 
"that we could defeat Japan with- 
out Russian assistance." General 
MacArthur and Admiral Nlmttz 
had worked out their fundamental 
strategy for the defeat of Japan 
without including Russian partici- 
pation in the Far Eastern War.

Still, there are more cattle to- 


day on the ranges and in feed lots 
than eVer before in our history — 
93,696.000 head as of Jan. 1. And 
some cattlemen think the situa- 
tion may get worse before it- gets 
belter. 


The. price problem does have a 


high conent of political dynamite 
—should the cattle growers 
and 


feeders start blaming the Eisen- 
hower administration for t h e i r 
troubles. And there is talk in this
